So I've fixed on two sentences in your letters 
"♦•..since our line of investigation is synonymous" and "no organization has seen fit to 
help in tlds ex±ctchx research, investigation and writing endeavor •" The first is not i?rue 
in any real sense. Our "lines" and not in any way "synonymous. " I deal with fact only 
and you deal with what is mostly fiction despite your description of it as •' "responsible 
sources." A feu have some knowledge of the first available JFK assassination but most have 
no contact with tlic established fact of the assassination and its investigations. Some are 
over [frauds , me ning both the books and their authors, some are theorizers who have no real 
basis for any theorizing or advance what they know is false and not a single one is depend- 
able. Hot one, for example, has come here to use the more than 250,000 once-secret pages I 
g*>t by FOIA lawsuits and I do make them available to other writers without charge. Because 
you have nothing to odd to this crap except wliat you imagine, why should any organization 
seo fit to help you? Hell, they don't help real work? 

What has happened is that someone coraraorcializers a nutty theory and the rest of you 
go for it uncritically and often add to it and then the addition is adddd to and it gets 
wilder and wilder. And the tragedy is that most of you have no way of seeing this and see 
all sorts of things that are not there. 

V/hile from what you sent me that I return herewith as you seem to have asked I have 
no reason to believe that you have any interest in tainting the fantasies about which you 
write, I enclose a list of my books on the off chance that you may get interested in fact 
rather tlian theories. Tliere is no theory in any of my work. And there are no leads to be 
followed bocause the crime itself was never re.JLly investigated and was never intended 
to bo. 

Unless tliere i3 another upsurge in assassination interest, when perhaps anytldng at 
all can again be printed, you are wasting your time, ^o responsible publisher will con- 
sider the kind of stuff you sent me, regardless of the high opiniun you seem to have 
of it. 

I'm sorry about your hardships. ^ lived through many years of them. But I'm now 
almost 80, with many health impairments, want to use as mucir'oi what time remains me for 
my own work, so please do not ask me to engage in any further correspondence about this.
